The city was quiet this morning 
after a night of despefate rioting 
and bloodshed, but the atmosphere 
continued surcha During the 
night's rioting Casualties were 
reported as one person kilivrd and 
twenty injured, including two young 
women.

scene of the deadliest fighting in the 
July disturbances. It started with 
revolver fighting in the populous 
mills locality, mainly inhabited by 
Nationalists and soon became the 
new storm center. 

During the trouble an armored 
car fired on the rioters, a number 
of whom were taken to hospitals 
euffering from machine gun wounds. 
Crowds of shipyard workers ap- 
peared from side streets, waving 
Union Jacks. 

The military was cheered heart- 
lly, as was a section of the fire 
brigade, which was summoned for 
an incendiary fire. A few minutes 
after the fire started the whole 
block of buildings was a mass of 
flames. There was much looting.

Bar Association Committee 
Asks for Law Enactment. 


Would Prove Model for State 
Courts, is Belief.

ST. LOUIS, Aug. 26.—Prompt en- 
actment of the bill submitted to the 
last session of Congress to empower 
the United States Supreme Court to 
make uniform rules for Federal 


district courts, designed to simplify 
procedure in such courts. and pro- 
mote the speedy détermination of 
litigation on the merits of cases, 
Was recommended in the report of 
the Committee on Uniform Judicial 
Procedure, submitted tonight to the 
American Bar Association in conven- 
tion here. 

The report declared the regula- 
tions to be made by the Supreme 
Court under the bill should “embrace 
all the merits and none of the vices 
of both the common law and code 
pleading.” 

Enactment of the bill, the report 
continued, would result in promul- 
gation, by the Supreme Court of a 
simple,, scientific and corelated sys- 
tem of rules which will prove an 
attractive model for the States to 
adopt for their courts. According to 
the report, the bill would lay the 
foundation for fixed interstate judi- 
cial relations as permanent and co- 
related as interstate commercial re- 
lations.

FOR IMPROVING 
WATER SYSTEM. 


Large Outlay is Oe ix 
Report of Mulholland. — 


Part of Broadway Main Must 
be Replaced This Lear. 


Many New Hydrants, Meters, 
Other Materials Needed. 


Improvements of and expendi- 
tures for the city water system, to 
require an outlay of $1,384,000 and 
to be financed out of water revenues 
during the present fiscal year, are 
outlined in the annual report of 
Chief Engineer Mutholland of the 
water department, which was sub- 
mitted yesterday to the Board of 


Public Service Commission. 

These betterments of the munici-_| 
pal water system are in addition to 
the program which calls for new 
reservoirs and other extensions of 
the storage and distribution facili- 
ties at a cost of $3,000,000, which it 
is proposed to raise by a bond issue 
to be submitted at the November 
election, he states. 

Extensions to be made during the 
present fiscal year include $506,000 
for 500 additional fire hydrants, 
$420,000 for 3000 tons of cast-fron 
pipe needed to extend lines, $10,000 
for new meters. $149,050 for im- 
brovements at the upper San Fer- 
nando dam. 838.000 for extending 
the Sixteenth-street line from Nor- 
mandie avenue to Vermont avenue, 
and $25.000 for replacing the pres- 
ent line in South Broadway between 
Fourth and Eighth streets. 

This is a sixteen-inch main and 
was built in 1886-1887. On account 
of congested traffie conditions. the 
job of replacing the main will be 
difficult. Mr. Mutholiand states. 

FURTHER NEEDS. 


Other needed improvements to be 
made during the present year in- 
clude a new thirty-six-inch main to 
supply the industrial district from 
College and Alameda streets. the 
completion of the Slauson-avenue 
line, the builamng of a.twenty-four- 
inch line on Hooper avenue and the 
installing of a line on Darton ave- 
nue through the San Fernando | 


In the matter of service rendered 
by the department, Mr. Mulholland 
says: “As a result of the restraint 
placed upon our construction pro- 
gram for the last few years, occa- 
sioned by tne high cost of material 
and labor and consequént lack of 
funds from these causes, we found 
rather more than the usual degree 
of distress due to inadequate serv- 
lee, most of it to be accounted for 
by lack of capacity in the mains. 
It is proposed to remedy these de- 
fects at once, so far as funds of the 
departmen will permit, and ara 
hepeful that most of the pressine 
needs may be met before the next 
etress uf summer arrives, the recent 
tise in water rates accounting for 
& somewhat better financial condi- 
tion in the department.”

ON GOD’S LAW. 
Christian Science Lecturer is 
Heard at Third Church.

THE DIVINE MIND. 

“In order that we may better un- 
derstand the operation, the activity, 
of infinite mind let us illustrate 
the divine mind by using the 
ordinary conception of a i$ hu- 
man mind as an example. You 
say your friend has a fine mind. You 
tay you know this because he has 


| many fine ideas which he expresses. 


You have never seen his mind, but 
vou have known the expression of it 
in ideas. If he neve” moved a 
muscle, never spoke a word, you 
would rightly conclude that there 
was no mind there. 

“So a mind to be called a mind 
must be filled with ideas, and an 
idea by virtue of being an idea must 
Le expressed. It is impossible to 
conceive of a mind filled with ideas, 
yet unexpressed; for a mind with no 
expression is not a mind, but a 
blank. How do you know that a 
rock has no mind and no ideas? Why 
simply because it has no expression, 
for where there are ideas there is 
expression. 

‘The infinite mind therefore, is 
filled with an infinite number of 
ideas or thoughts, which must be ex- 
pressed, and the activity, the ex- 
pression, the manifestation of these 
ideas constitutes m&n and the uni- 
verse. God ideas express Him in 
countless spiritual forms which 
‘range from the infinitesimal to in- 
tinity, and the highest ideas are the 
sons and daughters of God.’ AS 
God's ideas we exist in Him and be- 
cause we exist in Him the Scriptures 
eo deciared that ‘in Him we live, and 
move, and have our being.’ 

“There is a further quality of an 
idea which it will be necessary for us 
te consider. An idea has no ability 
to do anything or to be anything ex- 
cept as the idea of the mind in which 
it exists. It cannot change itself 
and so become more, or less, or dif- 
ferent. than mind intended it should 
be, because it has no volition of its 
own and must of necessity express 
exactly what mind intends it should 
express. For example: If you have 
a thought of love for your neighbor, 
this idea cannot get away from you 
and change itself into a thought of 
hate. The ideas in mind must of 
necessity express exactly what mind 
intends they should express. 

UNREALITY OF MATTER. 
“Because it is true that man is 


ithe idea of infinite mind he cannot 


be material, and this material body 
will have to be accounted for in 
nome other way. Matter seems very 
real te the 2 mind, yet the 
deepest material inkers maintain 
that matter has no existence in and 
of itself. hey say that it is simply 
a manifestation of law. 

“Our education has been such that 
we have accepted any material ob 
ject such as jron, or wood, or stone, 
to be very real and substantial, and 
having this reality and substantial- 
ity within itself. It can readily be 
een that the seeming substantiality 
of a piece of iron is not within the 
iron, for if the material laws of co- 
hesion and attraction which bind the 
atoms and molecules together, the 
law of gravitation which gives the 
iron weight and the various other 
laws whieh go to make up its ma- 
terial appearing were removed the 
iron would vanish into nothingness. 
Se these material thinkers see and 
admit that matter is simply a mani- 
festation of matertal thought, but 
they go on with a line of thought 
which maintains that these material 
laws proceed from the infinite be- 
in 


“Now Christian Science agrees 
with them in admitting that mat- 
ter is simply an expressicn of 
thought, but denies absolutely that 
this thought is of God. On the con- 
trary, it maintains that the mete- 
rial man and the material universe
